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Obama estudia 
estrategia en Afganistán

El Presidente de EE.UU., Barack Obama, junto con el vicepresidente, 
Joseph Biden, y la Secretaria de Estado, Hillary Clinton, continúan sus 
deliberaciones sobre la estrategia en Afganistán. Las reuniones, que se 
producen en medio de sendos encuentros de Obama con su equipo de 
Seguridad Nacional, llegan también cuando una encuesta indica que ha 
crecido el apoyo entre los estadounidenses al envío de más tropas al país 
centroasiático. Según el Instituto Gallup, un 48% de los estadounidenses 
es partidario de reforzar el contingente de 68,000 soldados destacados en 
Afganistán, mientras que el 45% se opone. Hace dos semanas, el 50% se 
declaraba contrario a aumentar las tropas, algo que sólo apoyaba el 41% 
de los ciudadanos. 

Pero el presidente de EE.UU., Barack Obama, manifestó durante una 
reunión con congresistas demócratas y republicanos que no reducirá las 
tropas de EE.UU. en Afganistán, según fuentes legislativas citadas por el 
diario The New York Times. Pero, al mismo tiempo, el presidente indicó que 
hasta ahora no ha tomado una decisión sobre un aumento del contingente 
militar en ese país sugerido por el general Stanley McChrystal, comandante 
de las fuerzas estadounidenses y de la OTAN en aquel país, quien está 
pidiendo refuerzos que oscilan entre los 30,000 y 40,000 soldados.

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Reformas deben mejorar trato a los detenidos indocumentados 


La reforma del sistema de 
detención de los inmigrantes es un 
buen paso para reparar la imagen 
de EE.UU., donde víctimas de 
tortura o solicitantes de asilo 
jamás deberían temer por sus vi- 
das en las cárceles del país. La 
Secretaria de Seguridad Nacional, 
Janet Napolitano, y el Director 
de la Oficina de Inmigración y 
Aduanas (ICE), John Morton, 
anunciaron una serie de medidas 
para mejorar la supervisión de las 
cárceles y la atención que reciben 
los detenidos. Las reformas se 
centran en la gestión de la po- 
blación carcelaria; la búsqueda de 
sitios alternativos a las prisiones;

OAS urges both sides to reach accord 


Talks between representatives 
of ousted Honduran President Mel 
Zelaya and the de facto regime led 
by Roberto Micheletti began here 
under a warning from the Orga- 
nization of American States that 
time is running out for a solution 
to the crisis sparked by the June 28 
military coup. The consequences 
of failure would be “profoundly 
negative” for the Central American 
nation, OAS Secretary-General Jose 
Miguel Insulza said in his speech 
opening the dialogue. 

Honduras, he said, must “return 
to the democratic institutionalism 
that reigned” prior to the putsch 
and thus, free itself of the sanctions 
reluctantly imposed on Tegucigalpa 
by the OAS and the international 
community. Insulza is heading a 
delegation of diplomats and of- 
ficials from the OAS, Spain and 
the United Nations who are hoping 
to accomplish what two previous 
mediation efforts by Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias could not: 
persuade the Micheletti regime to 
accept Zelaya’s reinstatement. Yet 
the OAS mission is attempting to 
build on Arias’ plan to resolve the 
crisis, the San Jose Accord, which 
Insulza described as the essential 
basis for the current talks. 

He listed what he regarded 
as the five key aspects of the ac- 
cord: Zelaya’s return to office; a 
“guarantee” that he won't press 
for an assembly to rewrite the 
Honduran constitution; formation 
of a national unity government; a 
political amnesty for Zelaya and 
the coup leaders, and mechanisms 
for international supervision to 
ensure the pact is honored. Zelaya 
accepted those terms weeks ago, 
but Micheletti has been adamant in 
rejecting the reinstatement of the 
elected president, whose term ends 
in January.

Pressure for a negotiated solu- 
tion has increased sharply since Ze- 
laya slipped back into Honduras two 
weeks ago and took up residence in 
the Brazilian mission, which is sur- 
rounded by troops and police and 
has been sporadically bombarded 
with acoustic weapons and gas.

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Testamentos y Herencias

Las herencias representan el 
patrimonio y el esfuerzo de muchos 
años de trabajo para la mayoría de 
las familias: por ello es necesario 
que éstas sean administradas de 
manera adecuada. La primera reco- 
mendación es que todos los adultos. 
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no importando su edad, realicen un 
testamento ante notario. o en su 
caso, ante un Cónsul de México. 
para asegurar el destino de los bie- 
nes en caso de fallecimiento. Por lo 
general las personas mayores dect- 
den donar a sus familiares más cer 
canos sus bienes, entre los cuales los 
de mayor valor económico son las 
propiedades o bienes inmuebles. 
Para tener el derecho sobre 
la propiedad de un bien here- 
dado. debe haber necesariamente 
un juicio sucesorio o un proce- 
dimiento administrativo. Si usted 
vive en Estados Unidos y recibe 
por herencia un bien localizado en 


México, se puede delegar, mediante 
poder notarial, a un abogado o a una 
persona de confianza para que lo 
represente en el juicio sucesorio o 
en el procedimiento administrativo, 
de acuerdo con sus indicaciones. Es 
muy importante que sepa que las 
herencias no pueden ser repudiadas 
(rechazadas) o cedidas a favor de 
persona alguna: o se aceptan en su 
totalidad, o se renuncia a los dere- 
chos hereditarios, pero no se pueden 
otorgar a otra persona. 

Hay dos caminos para resolver 
esta cuestión: El Código Civil Fe- 
deral y la Ley del Notariado per- 
miten la renuncia a una herencia.

En los casos 
en que hay dos o más herederos, la 
parte proporcional del que decidió 
repudiar se reparte entre los demás.

De acuerdo a los ajustes presu- 
puestales en California realizados 
por el Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger. en particular al sector 
de educacion, dichos recortes han 
afectado a maestros y una gran 
cantidad de población estudiantil. 
En este caso, enfocaremos en las 

* escuelas públicas de la Ciudad de 
San José donde de acuerdo a las 
nuevas normativas del presente 
ciclo escolar 2009-2010. se han 
tenido que hacer varios cambios. 
Según la página de Internet de San 
Jose Unified School District, los 
distritos escolares reciben fondos 
estatales, federales y locales con el 
fin de educar a todos los estudiantes 
dentro de las áreas de asistencia del 
distrito. El uso de estos fondos edu- 
cativos los gobiernan en gran parte 
la ley estatal y federal y los contratos 
con grupos de empleados.

Me preocupa la parte 
social que los mismos alumnos que 
tengo no se atreven a contarme sus 
problemas de casa o de la escuela, 
porque nunca tengo tiempo para 
escuchar sus penas. Esas son las 
preocupaciones que tengo de mis 
30 alumnos en clase” 

Katia Berrocal, maestra de 
Segundo grado de Gardner Elemen 
tary School, opinó que: “Defini- 
tivamente uno de los cambios más 
notables que he podido observar en 
el aumento de estudiantes, es que las 
actividades que desarrollo en el aula 
toman más tiempo de lo previsto, ya 
que son más niños a los que debo 
atender. Debido a esta situación me 
he visto en la necesidad de cambiar 
algunas de las actividades que solía 
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planificar y que implicaban una 
participación más activa de todos 
mis estudiantes y la comunicación 
más directa y amical con ellos. Sin 
embargo, como maestra siempre 
tengo presente que nuestros niños 
son seres que necesitan comunicar 
y compartir con sus compañeros y 
que siempre debemos encontrar y 
dedicar un tiempo para ellos” 
Ivonne Montoya, maestra de 
Sexto grado de Ocala Midle School, 
a quién no ha afectado este incre- 
mento de estudiantes nos dio su 
opinión sobre lo que vé entre sus 
colegas de su escuela, y nos dijo: 
“En cuanto a la situación sobre 
30 alumnos por clase, no me ha 
afectado directamente, más por la 
reducción de personal ha hecho que 
maestros de deporte entren de nuevo 
a las aulas a enseñar materias como 


sociales sintiéndose en la respon- 
sabilidad nuevamente de manejar 
un curriculum académico lo cual 
conlleva a una gran inestabilidad 
y estrés de parte de los proefesores

Tuve la oportunidad de entre 
vistar a una de las primeras maestras 
bilingúes en San José que trabajó 
por más de 20 años en diferentes 
escuelas del Area de la Bahia, 
Lupe Chapa, que en la actualidad 
está jubilada ella, pero nos dio su 
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opinion sobre lo que piensa de este 
incremento de estudiantes. “Cuando 
yo empecé como maestra tenia de 33 
hasta 35 niños por clase en Kinder 
y lo que más me ayudó es que tenía 
asistentes y voluntarios que ayuda- 
ban a agilizar mi trabajo, pero ahora 
con estos recortes en la educación 
ni los padres de familia pueden 
ayudar porque están trabajando y 
no hay presupuesto para pagar más 
personal. Creo que ayudaría mucho 
que personas que están estudiando 
para maestros visiten las escuelas y 
ayuden a los maestros y al mismo 
tiempo practiquen y se familiaricen 
con el ambiente escolar” 

También tuvimos la aprecia 
ción de Rosa, una madre de familia 
de una alumna de tercer grado, quien 
nos dijo: “Yo observo tres cosas, 
la primera es que los maestros de 
hoy necesitan más ayuda debido a 
la gran responsabilidad que tienen 
ahora con más alumnos, la segunda 
observación es que es inevitable 
que habiendo más alumnos no se 
distraigan entre ellos y se retracen 
en sus actividades, y la última es 
que como madre de familia es mi 
responsabilidad desempeñar un 
gran papel al controlar y apoyar en 
casa a mi hija con sus tareas ya que 
de esa manera le ayudo a ella y a la 
maestra” 

De acuerdo a las opiniones 
recogidas, nos dimos cuenta que 
a pesar de todos estos recortes a la 
educación. los maestros continúan 
con su gran labor enseñando y 
dando lo mejor para sus estudiantes. 
Y esperamos que las autoridades 
evalúen las necesidades y preocu 
paciones de los maestros y padres 
de familia ya que los niños son el 
futuro de esta nación .<>
